TERRIBLE FIGHT. 

BrotkenMid Brothen* Wires. 

fintorday night about T o’clock one of the most 
desparataly contested flghuever recorded began 
■boat Eighth and Main streets, between Daniel 
end James Clark, brotben. They fought for over 
half an hour. sJI the way from Eighth to Ninth 
streets. This fight resulted in Daniel’s losing the 
fiesb from all the fingers of his right hand, tom 
off by Jim’s teeth. Separating at Ninth street, 
each went borne. Not more than an hour elapsed, 
when Dan and bis wife went to Jim’s bouse, on 
Jeflerson, near FTfU^enth street, and the fight was 
renewed. Jim met them with a poker,and tbe two 
men bad It hot and heavy. Then ths two women 
pitched tn,and tbeyrscratched and bit and pulled 
hair and tore at each otbarA* eyes liko two tigers. 
Nobody offlered to Interfere, and, us our inlorma- 
tlon goes, tbe fight ceased only when all parties 
were too much exhausted to fight any longer. A 
large erowd gathered around to witness, but no 
Arrmta were made. Terbaps they punished each 
otber sufficiently. 

Served Him Right. 

On the first Instant Mr. Le Boequet, one of the 
conductors on the short-line railroad, bad occa- 
sion to put a man off bis train soon after leaving 
Covington. Mr. Le Boequet bad good reasons for 
believing that tbe man was attempting to steal a 
ride, and was advlMrd by officers of the road who 
were on tbe train at the time to put bim off. It 
has bei-D reported that tbe man was thrown from 
the cars while they were In motion, and that be 
was seriously Injured by the fall. We are as- 
sured upon the best authority that such are not 
the facts. The train was stopped, and, although 
the man had to be put off bv force, care was ta- 
ken that he might not be hurt. Persons whu 
were passengers on the train testify that be sus- 
tained no Injury from being forced from tbe train 
or from Ihlllng. If be was crippled he must bave 
received bis Injuries after ibis and tn some otbei 
wav. ?'acts learned subsequently prove that he 
bad boasted that he would “do the conductor out 
of a ride,” and that Mr. Le Bosquet did hi* duly 
In ejecting bim from tbe train.

THE BiNANClAL SlTL'A’rtON. 

VV 4^iiaTON, Dec. 11. — Tke first inoTement 
of the seAtoD to obtoio a test vote on the 
financial situation was made in the House to- 
day, and, while a good many members were 
absent and the two votes token were in some 
respecto contradictory of each other, the re- 
sult reached seeiDB to be against any further 
increase of the volnme of the currency. It was 
brought about in this wise: Mr,lngersoll asrain 
introduced bis bill previding for the issne at 
stated times of forty millions of legal-tender 
notes, and moved for its reference to the 
Way.- and Means Oommlttcc. To this Mr. 
Garfield objected, and moved to substitute 
the Gommittee on Banking and Cnrrcncy, 
pending w-hich Mr. Scofield, of Peuu- 
sylvanla, moved to lay^the bill on tbe table, 
and stated tliat those who voted against in- 
flation would vote for the motion. This was 
lost, the vote being 64 to 88, the latter includ- 
ing nearly every Western mentber. The ques- 
tion recurring on the difference, the bill wu- 
sent by 88 to 63 to the Banking Committee. 
Four of the members of this committee voted 
to table tbe bill, and six of the nine are 
knovn to be in favor of contraetion, so the 
measnre is not likely to be even beard of 
again in the Honse. 

THX CENSUS BILL. 

Tbe House devoted nearly ill the time to- 
day to the cenioa blD, and did not finish It. 
Tbe section to give the ceasos officers tbe 
franking privilege waa dlBcnased at great 
length. All tbe old debates on this question 
were discussed over. The House laid it aside 
for a future vote. Very little interest seems 
to be felt in the measnre, for as high as sixty 
members were absent during the day. 

THE SVPBKME COURT VACAVrtES. 

The resignation ot Jnsticc Grier from the 
Supreme Bench creates something of a sensa- 
tion, as it leaves two vacancies to be filled in 
the next two months. The numerous candi- 
dates for the recently-filled cirenit judgeships 
feel tliat thev now have another eliaiice. Jus- 
tice Grier’s letter will be sent to|tlie Prcri- 
dent on Monday, ts take eficct on Febru-.iry 
2d. He would leave ut ouco, but he is re- 
quired, as a uiembci- of ihc court, to sit in 
judgment on cases already* ureuc-a before iiim. 

TUE CIVIL-TENURE LAW.
